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ALL ABOUT LILACS >

Certainly lilacs are one of America’s most beloved garden shrubs, 
and have been so ever since the days when George Washington planted 
“‘lylacks” in his garden at Mount Vernon and noted it in his diary. 


Today there are about twenty-five recognized lilac species; most of 
them have been found growing wild in the Orient. The Common Lilac 
grows wild in the Balkan Mountains. Augerius Busbecq, Flemish writer 
and traveler, who also introduced the tulip, brought the Common Lilac 
from old Constantinople to Western Europe about 1554. 


As sports and seedling variants of the Common Lilac appeared, 
horticulturists selected and named them. In 1843, Liebert Darimont, 
Belgian nurseryman, introduced the first double lilac. Twenty-seven 
years later nurseryman Victor Lemoine, of Nancy, France, began cross- 
ing Darimont’s plant with the single varieties. Although his first one 
hundred crosses yielded only seven seeds that took six years to bloom, 
the firm of V. Lemoine & Son to date has originated about three-fourths 
of the most highly rated varieties of French Hybrids. 


Crosses between various wild lilac species have produced a number 
of fine new hybrid types, including the Giraldi Hybrids of Lemoine and 
the Dilatata Hybrids of F. L. Skinner of Manitoba, Canada; both of 
these bloom before the French Hybrids. The best known late blooming 
lilacs are the Prestonia Hybrids, originated by Miss Isabella Preston 
of the Canadian Department of Agriculture. 
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ALL ABOUT LILACS 


Almost 900 individual lilacs have been introduced and named, many 
of them very similar. Consequently, positive identification of any lilac 
simply from the bloom is practically impossible. 


Lilacs make beautiful, fragrant bouquets. Cut blooms that still 
have some unopened buds at the top. Pick in the cool of the day and 
pound the ends of the stems with a hammer before putting in water. 


Applying generous amounts of well rotted compost is the best and 
safest way to fertilize your lilacs. Working a little lime (preferably 
ground limestone) into the ground around the base of the plant every 
year or two should maintain the sweet soil that lilacs prefer. Mulching 
with hay, straw, grass clippings or similar material conserves moisture 
around your plants and adds humus to the soil. 


Spraying with miscible oil in early spring while lilacs are dormant 
and temperatures above freezing will control oyster shell scale. We 
issue a special instruction sheet on lilac borers; send us a self-addressed 
stamped envelope for a copy of it. To avoid white grub damage do not 
set lilacs in ground that has been covered with heavy sod for some 
time—or if this is unavoidable, check the soil for grubs by sifting it. 


_ Lilacs do better if kept from suckering too freely. To remove suckers, 
loosen the soil around them, then cut them off as far below ground as 
you can. New stems should be allowed to grow occasionally, however, 
as possible replacements for old or damaged wood. 


Lilacs cannot be kept cut back to a certain height because cutting 
off the tops usually destroys the next year’s bloom. Even medium and 
low growing lilac types, however, will grow tall and spindly if set too 
close together or in too much shade. Dead blooms are best removed, 
but cut off only the blossom itself, not the stem below it. 


Pale yellow-green foliage, or brown spots or borders on lilac leaves, 
appearing in midsummer, usually mean malnutrition. Feed and mulch. 
Avoid ordinary chemical fertilizers; they may burn lilac roots. If you 
have no compost, liquid fertilizers such as Ra-pid-gro may be helpful 
when used according to instructions. 


Lilacs may bloom off color the first season after moving, with blos- 
soms smaller and paler than normal. This is the result of the unavoidable 
shock from transplanting. 


Lilacs need moisture but cannot live in soggy soil; check your drain- 
age before planting. For bloom they need sun, preferably all day. Keep 
them away from large trees. Set them at least five feet apart; seven or 
eight feet apart is better. LILACS CAN BE PLANTED SAFELY IN 
EITHER SPRING OR FALL.

These are the most popular modern 
lilacs. The firm of V. Lemoine & Son 
has produced the majority of really 
outstanding French Hybrids, although 
fine types have originated in Germany, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and the 
United States. French Hybrids all come from the Common Lilac, and 
have been produced by patiently crossing and recrossing its ever 
increasing forms. 


ADELAIDE DUNBAR (Dunbar 1917) 


Double. Very dark; long, open spikes of violet red blossoms; buds 
deep maroon. Young leaves tinged with dark red. Neat, symmet- 
rical growth habit. (Illus. p. 9) 


ALPHONSE LAVALLEE (Lemoine 1885) 
Double. Big panicles filled with feathery florets resembling tiny 
stars. Rich lavender, shading to violet. Broad, very well shaped 
and extremely sturdy. Unusually profuse and dependable bloomer. 


AMI SCHOTT (Lemoine 1933) 
Double. Showy, well filled clusters of very double flowers, shading 
from aster violet at outer edges to hyacinth blue at the center. Neat, 
upright growth habit.

EVANGELINE (Dilatata) (Skinner 1935) 
Double. Clusters full, compact. Florets rich lavender with over- 
tones of rose. Blooms profusely. Very fragrant. Neat, symmetrical 
grower. 


JEWEL (Becker 1956) 
Double. A new origination of real merit. Rose colored buds; rose 
pink florets; showy open clusters. Dependable bloomer; symmetrical 
grower. A seedling of the Early Lilac, S. oblata. 


NECKER (Giraldi) (Lemoine 1920) 
Single. Exquisite apple blossom pink. Large erect panicles of strik- 
ing appearance. Tall, symmetrical, upright grower.

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CHINENSIS HYBRIDS 


Known as S. chinensis; also sometimes called S. rothomagensis or 
Rouen Lilac, and frequently sold under the completely erroneous name 
of Persian Lilac. (The true Persian Lilac, S. persica, is described on 
p. 21 of this catalog.) These hybrids, a cross between the Common 
Lilac and S. persica, make big, broad, symmetrical shrubs with dense, 
twiggy branches and narrow, divided 
leaves, and blossom very shortly 
after the French Hybrids. Flowers 
single; clusters large, feathery and 
borne in greatest profusion. 


S. chinensis (1796) 
The old fashioned, well loved, 
lavender flowered form. 


S. chinensis ALBA

tones of lavender.

ISABELLA (Prestonia) (Preston 1927) 
The best known Prestonia. Large, airy panicles of delicate phlox 
pink. Makes a large bush; fine for a background shrub. 


LUTECE (Henryi) (Henry 1900) 
A compact, well rounded bush, very good for specimen planting. 
Bears great masses of showy pansy violet blossoms. (Illus. p. 2.) 


ROMEO (Prestonia) (Preston) 
Comes into bloom exceptionally late. Spirea red buds contrast with 
rosy pink flowers, carried in large, impressive, open panicles. 


RUTILANT (Nanceiana) (Lemoine 1931)

VIRGILIA (Prestonia) (Preston) 
In blossom, this bush is one solid bouquet of cyclamen purple 
flowers; the most heavily blooming lilac that we have ever seen. 


LILAC SP EOQigEsS 


These are the lilacs that have been found growing wild in various 
parts of the Orient and in southeastern Europe by plant collectors of 
many nations. Many have been discovered only in the past fifty or 
sixty years. Some are remarkably beautiful shrubs, differing greatly 
from the more commonly known lilac forms. This list includes those 
lilac species that are of exceptional garden value. 


SYRINGA POTANINI 
(Potanin Lilac) (1885) 


We give top billing to this lilac: one of the rarest and most beautiful 
species in cultivation. Discovered in Kansu, China by a Russian ex- 
plorer, Potanin. Leaves small; growth habit neat, erect, symmetrical. 
Dainty florets daphne pink to delicate lilac pink. Buds flaming salmon 
red, almost scarlet: a shade unique in lilacs. An unusually free bloomer; 
blossoms shortly after the French Hybrids and a second time, less 
heavily, in late summer. An extremely rapid, luxuriant grower. (Illus. 
p. 19).

S. JULIANAE, HERS VARIETY 


Discovered by J. Hers in China; might be called the “Weeping 
Lilac” with its broad, sweeping branches growing in fountainlike 
fashion. Can also be trained on a trellis or espaliered on a wall. 
Our original plant is now about six feet high and ten feet across. 
Small leaves, lilac pink flowers; profuse, very showy bloomer. 


S. LACINIATA (S. persica laciniata) 
(Cutleaf Persian Lilac) (1614) 


The form we use was found in a Cambridge gar- 
den by the famous lilac authority, Susan Delano 
McKelvey. The slender branches, covered with 
feathery foliage, resemble green plumes. (Illus. 
at left) Blossoms delicate violet. Blooms shortly 
after the French Hybrids. Prefers a slightly 
sheltered location. A charming novelty.

S. MEYERI (Meyer Lilac) (1908) 
Brought to the United States by Frank N. Meyer, plant collector 
for the Department of Agriculture. A rarity, found in Chinese 
gardens but never growing wild. A broad, dwarfish bush; small 
leaved foliage; dainty mauve violet blossoms. 


S. MICROPHYLLA (Littleleaf Lilac) (1892) 
Found in Shensi Province, China, by an Italian missionary, Rey. 
Giuseppe Giraldi. Makes a broad shrub with twiggy branches and 
small leaved foliage. Blooms soon after the French Hybrids, the 
whole bush a mass of delicate lacy lilac-pink blossoms of exquisite 
fragrance. Often flowers again in late summer. Very hardy. A 
distinctive addition to any garden. (Illus. above)

Comes into bloom 
very late. Awarded a medal by the Royal Horticultural Society.

S. REFLEXA ALBA (White Nodding Lilac) (1940) 


Has the nodding panicles and late blooming habit typical of S. 
reflera; flowers handsome creamy white. A striking form of rare 
distinction discovered in a block of S. reflera in our nursery. 


S. SWEGINZOWI (Chengtu Lilac) (1904) 


Brought from Tibetan borderlands by E. H. Wilson. Neat, upright 
grower; small leaves. Deep garnet colored stems covered with dawn 
pink florets form billowy clusters of rare beauty.
